Fire Report 


Cigarettes Lead 


As Cause of 


Fires in City 


Two deaths by fire highlighted 
the report for the fiscal year by 
William 
Loonesin, 
chief of the 
Palm Springs Fire Department. 
One involved a young boy who 
was trapped in an abandoned ve­ 
hicle on Section 14. and the other 
involved an adult trapped in her 
hotel room. During the year one 
person also was treated for in 
juries sustained in a fire. 


CHIEF LEONESIO pointed out 
that in each case “we found that 
the injuries sustained were caused 
by the individual s own careiess- 
ness." 
_ 
In the report. Leonesto lltth “ As 
to causes of fire, cigarettes still 
leads the list, electrical wiring is 
second, and vehicles are third. 
Palm Springs had a loss by fire 
during the last fiscal year, struc 
tural and contents, amounting to 
$31,042. a decrease of $36,835.50 
from last year's figure. 


THE DEPARTMENT responded 
to 29 resuscltator calls during the 
year, fifteen of which were for 
heart attacks and six of which 
proved fatal. For respiratory cases 
responded 
to. 
all 
survived. 
A 
drowning was fatal and two were 
fainting cases. The other seven 
calls were recorded as "needless 
calls." 
The fire department added two 
men to the department, bringing 
the total manpower to 20 full time 
firemen. At the end of this fiscal 
year, there was a total compliment 
of eight volunteers, which as of 
July I was discontinued. 


DURING THE YEAR there were 
14 additional fire hydrants installed 
throughout the city, bringing the 
total to 346. 
Chief Leonesio reported that dur­ 
ing 1956-57 there were 722 man- 
hours spent in departmental train­ 
ing, involving the use of fire ap­ 
paratus and equipment, pump op­ 
eration. radio operation procedure, 
and the study of location of streets 
and hydrants. Training was con­ 
ducted under the supervision of 
Capt. Warren Empey.

because of the boost in mortgage 
interest rates that accompanied 
the down payment cuts. 
The 
Eisenhower administration 
Monday authorized a 25 to 57 per 
cent reduction in 
minimum 
re­ 
quired down payments and a '« 
per cent boost in interest rates 
on government • in s u r e d FHA 
loans. The move aimed at putting 
new life in the lagging housing 
industry. 
T H E 
N E W 
REGULATIONS 
mean that for the first time in his­ 
tory a man can huy a $14.000 home 
with a down payment as small as 
$W0 under the FHA p r o g r a m 
Monday he would have had to pul 


down at least $1.700. 
But 
th e n 
are 
two 
possible 
hitches: 
—The man ha* to find a lender 
willing to pass out mortgage mon­ 
ey on the new low down payment 
terms. 
—Interest 
rales 
probably

he higher now on the mortgage 
regardless of the down payment 
required.

the new regulations probably will 
not mean any building upsurge 
this year because of tne tim e lag 
in setting up housing projects.

TRANSCONTINENTAL TURNPIKE 
A MOTORIST’S DREAM 
If al! the limited access turnpikes 
th at have been already built in this 
country were placed end to end they 
would run from New York to Los An­ 
geles. The day will come when such * 
highw ay exists, but a t the present time 
the longest continuous stretch of free­ 
way Is from Philadelphia to Chicago, a 
distance of around 80 miles. A highway 
like that from coast to coast will make 
as big a difference to the transcontinen­ 
tal m otorists as Ihe change from mud 
roads to paved highw ays m any years 
ago. 
Much progress has been m ade during 
the last ten years in highw ay construc­ 
tion but it will be m any years before 
our roads will catch up with the quan­ 
tity and quality of today’s m otor cars. 
1 will refrain from com plaining about 
the trucks in this article. Suffice to say 
that they do take up m ost of the room 
on m any of the highw ays of today. 
T urnpikes Listed 
A brief review of the principal turn­ 
pikes that have been built in the last 
decade or so m ight be interesting to 
those who have not traveled them . The 
principal ones are: 
. 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Indiana T urn­ 
pikes, already mentioned, connecting 
the two largest m etropolitan areas in 
the United States. The Pennsylvania 
portion of this turnpike was one of th* 
first to be built in this country. This 
freeway also connects with the New 
Jersey turnpike system in Philadelphia. 
An extension to Scranton for a distance 
of 110 miles will be opened within the 
next few months. 
New York Sfate Freew ay, which runs 
from New' York to Buffalo for a dis­ 
tance of 427 miles and with extensions 
to Erie and N iagara totals-520 miles for 
the second largest freeway network. 
Florida's Sunshine Parkw ay which 
runs inland a short distance from the 
E ast coast has been completed about a 
third of the w ay up the strait and plans 
are now under way to push It on north 
to the Georgia state line for a total dis­ 
tance of about 450 miles. This is a toll 
road like most of the other turnpikes. 
The New Jersey turnpike (118 miles)

and the Golden State Parkw ay (165 
miles) are well known in the E ast and 
have m ade New Jersey one of the pio­ 
neer states in the building of limited 
access highways. 
The T urner Turnpike which now runs 
88 miles from O klahom a City east to 
Tulsa, a stretch of 88 miles, Is now be­ 
ing extended to the Missouri Line. This 
super highw ay will eventually be ex­ 
tended across Missouri and Illinois to 
Join with the Indiana-Ohio-Pennsylva- 
nia T urnpikes for a continuous stretch 
over halfw ay across the nation. 
O ther and more isolated turnpikes are 
the Main Turnpike from Portsm outh to 
O desta 106 miles; the M erritt and Wil­ 
bur Cross Parkw ays in C onnecticut 67 
miles; the Kansas Turnpike which runs 
from Kansas City to the O klahom a bor­ 
der 
near 
W ellington, 
a 
continuous 
stretch of 236 miles; and the little used 
W est Virginia Turnpike running from 
Charleston to Bruefield, 87 miles of 
hilly West Virginia country. 
Federal Aid Program 
The program of federal aid for high­ 
w ays connecting the capital cities of 
practically all the states in the union 
m ay change considerably the original 
concept of a transcontinental highway 
system. For one thing the program may 
m ake impractical the building of any 
more toll roads. It seem s quite likely 
however, th at it will not be too long 
until one can travel over limited access 
turnpike all the way from New York to 
O klahom a City. From there on West the 
need for at least a lim ited access high­ 
w ay is not so great, although the num­ 
ber of trucks on the highw ays still ne­ 
cessitates a divided highw ay for con­ 
venience and safety. 
Most of the turnpikes are no respect­ 
ers of scenery and cut great gashes 
across the hillsides which it will take 
years to- cover again. Some people say 
they are dangerous because the smooth 
wide highw ays lull a driver into a false 
sense of security by tem pting him to 
drive toó fast. Perhaps driving from 
coast to coast with such ease m ay take 
some of the pleasure out of m otoring 
as we used to know it but for the most 
part these super highways will be ap­ 
preciated by the average m otorist.

and truly M exican original chili! 
So 1 have trav eled m ore than 
2,000 m iles to be told w ith m ore 
than a little scorn th at if I crav e 
chili, I should hie m yself to San 
Antonio. Chili is a Texas dish, m y 
M exican friends say with som e 
hauteur, created in an ill hour in 
San Antonio by som e housewife 
who w as cleaning out h er p re­ 
Alam o ice box. 
A pparently it is as m uch a fed­ 
eral offense to accuse the M exi­ 
cans of inventing chili as it once 
was to suggest to a proud Chinese 
lhat chop suey originated in the 
kitchens of the Im perial P alace. 
H'H bet a rice cookie to a tor- 
tillo th at we norteam ericanos are 
the only people w ho ever invented 
thenational 
dishes of two other 
g reat nations.) 
However, asid e from the fact 
that I have been unable to latch 
onto any chili o r tam ales (prob­ 
ably invented in C alifornia', there 
are 
no com plaints to 
reg ister. 
This is a beautiful and fascin at­ 
ing land, with one foot in the 18th 
and the other in the 20th century, 
and with face confidently tow ard 
(he future.

Hemline Changes Prove 


Habitual in Fashion Line 
By GAY PACLEY 
I nlted Pres» Staff Correspondent 
NEW YORK OB—Hemline chang­ 
es are habitual In fashion. 
When several Paris designers 
showed skirts 17 to 19 inches from 
the floor, the experts at the Jra- 
phagen School of Fashion here 
scurried to their files on styles 
since the 1890's. 
It was around this time, the 
school reported, that hems began 
to get up off the floor. And they've 
been going up and down ever 
since. 
The first shorter than floor 
length skirts were in the cycling 
clothes milady wore at the turn 
of the century. By 1915, however, 
the instep and ankle were bared 
in' all daytime clothes. In 1916, de­ 
signers snipped off another Inch. 
Next year, back down went hems 
to the ankle: and by 1918, they 
had moved upward two to three 
inches from the ankle. 
FROM 1920 through 1922, they 
were the most daring yet — just 
below the calf. 
In 1923, they went crawling back 
to the ankle: in 1924, up to the 
calf , and by 1925, were all the 
way to the knee and above. There 
they stayed until 1929. 
By 1930 and '31, Traphagen said, 
they werre down again to nine or 
10 inches from the floor, and then 
each year inched up until by 1940 
they were back 'o the knee 
Wartime restrictions on fabrics 
kept skirts short until 1947, when 
Christian Dior in Paris launched 
the "new look" and the rest of 
the fashion world fell In line. That 
season, some skirts dropped to 


eight inches from the floor. Then 
they moderated again and settled 
pretty much at mid-calf. A year 
and a half ago. Dior experimented 
again with the "demilongeur." or 
hem nearly to the ankle, but it 
didn't catch on.

NEW YORK Ml — Today let's 
think some more about mink, with 
emphasis on its doggy aspects. 
Some of our better dressed dogs 
wouldn't be caught dead with a 
mink coat over their own coat. 
Milton Herman, who has expend­ 
ed considerable creative effort on 
remaking the dog into man’s fine- 
furred friend, says he has deco­ 
rated around 100 dogs in the last 
lour years with fur coals exactly 
matching those purchased by their 
mistresses. 
Herman, a fine fur manufactur­ 
er and retailer, does about 80 per 
cent of his business with show peo­ 
ple. He believes his most unusual 
pooch outfitting job was for the 
miniature French poodle of Lillian 
Itoth, the singer. 
Miss Roth purchased, for $7.000. 
a reversible coat — one side black 
diamond mink, a very d a r k 
brown, and the other side gold 
lame. The coat had a hood, and 
so did the dog's. m 


THE DOG'S COAT cost only 
3550, but, as Herman points out, 
"it was a very small dog.” He 
adds: "There was a lot of labor 
and detail on it because of the 
hood. Thrown back, it served Ihe 
dog as a large collar: worn for­ 
ward. It covered the head over 
the ears and up to the eyes.” 
"We also made a white mink 
coat for Monique Van Vooren's 
poodle. We made a pink ermine 
for a toy poodle to match the coat 
of Nancy Crompton, the ballerina. 
Betsy Palmer, the actress, got a 
ranch mink coat for her dog. and 
Magda Gabor gut two, one ranch 
and one white mink, 
to match 
hers. 
"And then we made three big 
ones, very expensive because this 
boxer is like a little pony in size, 
for Martha Raye's boxer — white 
mink, black diamond mink, and 
cerulean, 
to match her thiee 
coats" 
MNK DOG COAT prices range 
from $100 for tiny ones to $500 for 
big ones 
like Miss llaye's. Her 
white mink for the boxer was 
higher, $850. which set a doggy 
price record in Herman's shop. 
"The dog gets the same treat 
ment as the customer in fitting," 
Herman says. "We fit it exactly, 
not like the felt coats you see in 
stores with straps. We fit the dog 
so that all we need to keep the 
coat on is hooks. We make a can­ 
vas fitting, then a paper pattern 
from the canvas then, a fur fit­ 
ting, and then put the lining in. 
The dog's lining always matches 
the customer's lining.” 
Herman once made a coat for 
a pet ocelot. 
"This was for the Burmese ac­ 
tress Win Min Than, who came 
here to make a picture with Gary 
Cooper. She had a cerulean mink 
coat with a cape collar and we 
n ade the same thing for this oce­ 
lot. She wrote us later that it 
caused a big commotion back in 
Burma.”

PHILADELPHIA lift — The dc 
vclupmcnt of the National Foot­ 
ball League, now in its 38th year, 
is one of the most remarkable 
sports stories of the past hall 
century, in my opinion. 
Thirteen team s were represent­ 
ed in Canton. Ohio, in September, 
1920. when lhe American Football 
Association was formed with Jim 
Thorpe as president In June, 1822 
George Halas, one of the pioneers 
of professional 
football, made a 
motion that 
the name of t h e 
league be changed to the National 
Football League and it was unani­ 
mously adopted. 


IN 1928 THERE were 22 teams 
in the league, the largest number 
ever. The least number of teams 
to play in a season was eight in 
1932. Since 1951 
the number of 
team s in the league has remained 
constant at 12 
Business in the league has not 
always been as good as it is to­ 
day. Over the years 42 clubs have 
gone out of business, an indication 
that the road to the top has not 
lieen strewn with roses 
To bring about the change that 
has made the National Football 
League successful, methods were 
devised which stimulated competi­ 
tion by enabling the less success­ 
ful clubs to engage and retain the 
services of the b e t t e r college 
players. 


IN 1934. WHEN I was the owner 
of the Philadelphia Eagles, 1 pro­ 
posed 
to the 
league that 
they 
adopt a selective draft. This was 
adopted and in 1936 the first se­ 
lection was made. 
The annual selection operates to 
benefit the lower teams in the 
standings at the end of the sea 
son preceding the selection. The 
team 
that finished last in the 
«landings draws first-and on up 
to the team that wins the cliam 
pionship playoff game of the two 
conferences, which draws last. 


THUS EACH YEAR the teams 
are brought to a more equal foot 
ing insofar as player personnel is 
concerned. This makes for better 
games, keener competition among 
the team s, greater spectator inter­ 
est and enthusiasm and in the 
best interest of the public and the 
player. 
That the annual selection has 
borne fruit is evidenced by the 
paid 
attendance 
figures d uring 
ihe years it has been in operation. 
In ¡936 the total paid attendance 
for the season was 816,907. Last 
year the attendance rose to 2,551,­ 
263 In the last five years the at­ 
tendance record has been broken 
each year. 
This, of course, has meant great­ 
er income to the player, which 
over the last 11 years has in­ 
creased on the average approxi­ 
mately 300 per cent.
